AB ^5ost insecticides and insect repellents have 

disagreeable odors. The authors studied a large no. of aromatic products 

in regard to their deodorizing effect on the active ingredients and 

solvents. Since the insecticidal and repellent properties of 

each product must be enhanced and not depressed, each material was tested 

for effect on fleas, cockroaches, and 

mosquitoes. In the work with fleas and 

cockroaches, the coeff. of repellency was detd. by the use of 
insecticide- impregnated calico strips. In the work with 
mosquitoes it was based on timing the incidence of 3 successive 
mosquito bites on the forearm of individuals. Over 50 products 
were tested, some of them in different concn. The products were sepd. 
into 3 groups: attractants, indifferent, and repellents. This 
classification varied with each type of insect, since they 
reacted differently.
